Sir: I have the honor to confirm the following cablegram to the 
Department, dated August 31, 1902, regarding the cholera epidemic in 
Egypt : 
SECRETARY OF STATE, Washington, D. C.: 
Three thousand and eighty-six cases cholera all Egypt since 24th. Two thousand 
two hundred and ninety-four deaths. Garbieh province worst affected. Yesterday’s 


bulletin shows Cairo 5 new cases, 22 deaths; Alexandria, 2 cases, 4 deaths; 3 cases of 
plague. SMITH. 


Up to midnight of last night, the sanitary department’s bulletin 
shows that there have been in all Egypt, since the outbreak on July 15, 
1902, 8,169 cases of cholera, 6,153 deaths, and 623 cases cured. As 
stated in my cablegram, the province of Garbieh is at present the worst 
affected. The bulletin shows that during the week ended August 31, 
there were in this province alone 402 new cases discovered, 226 deaths 
in hospital, 262 out of hospital, and 20 cases cured. 

Assiout Province follows with a record for the week of 336 new cases, 


223 deaths in hospital, 131 deaths out of hospital, and 36 cases cured, 
and then come the following:

Regarding the situation in Cairo, the Egyptian Gazette remarks : 


It is not to be expected that whilst Gizeh and Embabeh, the inhabitants of both 
places having free entry into the city, remain as hotbeds of the disease, Cairo will be 
able to proclaim anything approaching a clean bill of health. The inhabitants of the 
adjoining hamlets to Gizeh draw their water supply from wells which would be more 
correctly defined as cesspits, and the conditions are such that it would be a matter of 
surprise if cholera in all its malignancy did not, whilst the epidemic is prevalent in the 
country, assert itself very strongly here.

GERMANY. 


Health of Berlin and other cities of Germany. 


BERLIN, GERMANY, September 15, 1902. 


Sir: I have the honor to report that the death rate of Berlin for the 
week ended August 30 was somewhat higher than in the three preceding 
weeks, viz, 14.4 per 1,000 inhabitants, being thus, however, still con- 
siderably lower than in the corresponding week of last year, in which 
it was no less than 21.3. Of the other big towns in Germany, only 
Frankfurt-on-Main, Hamburg, Kiel, Charlottenburg with 9.3, and 
Schéneberg with 7.8 per 1,000, showed more favorable statistics. All 
the others, as well as London, Paris, and Vienna showed less favorable 
figures than Berlin. The increase in the number of deaths, as compared 
with those of the foregoing week, was confined almost exclusively to 
children in their first year. The death rate among infants rose from 
3.8 to 5.1 per 1,000, and was thereby higher than in any week since the 
end of June, but still did not come up to one-half of that of the cor- 
responding week of last year, so that there died in this one week 200 
less children than during the last week of August of last year. The 
number of acute diseases of the intestines remained unchanged and 
caused 79 deaths, as compared with 316 of the corresponding week of 
last year. An increase was noted in the number of cases of acute dis- 
eases of the respiratory organs, which claimed 36 victims. Two deaths 
from influenza were recorded. Somewhat more numerous were the 
deaths from consumption, of which there were registered 69. Cases of 
measles and scarlet fever were, since the middle of July, not so rare as 
during this week, 2 deaths from scarlet fever and 1 death from measles 
being recorded. There was, however, a considerable increase in the 
number of diphtheria cases, 2 ending in death. Furthermore, 17 per- 
sons died by violence.

Health of Berlin. 


BERLIN, GERMANY, September 18, 1902. 


Srr: During the week ended September 6 the death rate of Berlin 
was somewhat higher than it has been since the beginning of June. 
Since the middle of August it has risen from 13.0 to 16.1 per 1,000. It 
still remained considerably lower, however, than in the corresponding 
week of last year. In view of the general increase in the mortality, 
only a few of the large German cities could show more favorable statis- 
tics than Berlin, viz: Magdeburg, Altona, Hamburg, Schéneberg (with 
12.2 per 1,000), Charlottenburg (with 11.8), Bremen, and Cassel. All 
the other towns, as well as London, Paris, and Vienna, had a higher 
death rate. The participation of infants in the mortality was consid- 
erably greater than during the foregoing week, and was, indeed, higher 
than during the last three months. Since the foregoing week the mor- 
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tality among children has risen from 5.1 to 6.6 per 1,000, thereby being 
but half of Leipzig, Cologne, and Munich. Acute diseases of the intestines 
were of more frequent occurrence than during any week of the present 
year, and caused 126 deaths, as compared with 79 deaths in the forego- 
ing week. This number was, however, still considerably lower than 
in the corresponding week of last year, when it reached 215. Acute 
diseases of the respiratory organs are somewhat less frequent and 
claimed 31 victims. There were registered 63 deaths from consump- 
tion, this number being somewhat lower than that of the previous week. 
Cases of measles, with 3 deaths, and scarlet fever, with 1 death, 
were somewhat more numerous than during the foregoing week.

BriTisH INpDIA.—In the Bombay Presidency, during the week ended 
August 8, there were recorded 3,461 fresh plague cases and 2,225 
deaths. In comparison with the foregoing week the number of deaths 
from plague increased by 751 and the number of plague cases by 1,191. 

JAPAN.—In Formosa, according to the official reports, there were 
registered during the seven weeks from May 23 to July 14, 256, 107, 
101, 111, 102, 50, and 23 plague cases and 204, 86, 80, 90, 89, 44, and 
21 deaths from plague, respectively.

BERLIN, GERMANY, September 15, 1902. 


Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith the latest information 
obtained from the imperial health office (Kaiserlichen—Gesundheitsamt), 
Berlin : 

CuInA.—(a) Any vessel which on arrival outside Hankow has on board 
within ten days of her arrival, provided such case has not been already 
reported and dealt with at Hankow or avother port, a case of infectious 
disease—cholera, typhus fever, yellow fever, or plague—or the dead 
body of a person who might reasonably be suspected to have died 
from any one of such infectious diseases, must fly the yellow flag at 
the fore and keep it flying until pratique has been granted by the 
health officer, and anchor below the respective foreign concessions and 
remain there until allowed to enter the harbor limits by the said health 
officer. 

(b) Should a case of any of the above-mentioned infectious diseases 
occur on board any vessel in harbor, the fact should be immediately 
reported to the harbor master, who may, moved thereto by the health 
officer, order such vessel to proceed to a berth below the harbor limits. 

(c) To the health officer will be left all measures necessary for the 
removal and (or) isolation of all infected persons, for the removal of 
all infected bodies, and for the purification of the vessel. 

(d) Any person who commits a breach of these regulations will be 
dealt with by the authorities to whose jurisdiction he is amenable.

Srr: I have the honor to report that for the week ended September 6, 
1902, the following steamship was inspected at Naples : 

September 5, the steamship Calabria, of the Anchor Line, bound with 
passengers and cargo for New York. There were inspected and passed 
1,191 steerage passengers and 220 pieces of large baggage ; 1,550 pieces 
of baggage were disinfected bysteam. The rejection of 47 steerage pas- 
sengers was advised. 


Asiatic cholera in Egypt. 


Reports dated September 3, 1902, state that up to that date there had 
been in all Egypt 1,051 cases of Asiatic cholera with 805 deaths. On 
the day on which the report was made 18 cases occurred at Alexandria, 
and on the previous day 9 cases. September 4 there was 1 case at Port 
Said and there were 10 at Cairo. These figures indicate an improve- 
ment at Cairo and a change for the worse at Alexandria and in the 
provinces. Sepember 5 there were 15 cases of cholera reported from 
Alexandria, 20 cases September 6, and 45 cases September 7. Two 
cases were reported from Ismailia. On September 7, 1902, the total 
number of eases for all Egypt since the epidemic began was 1,242.

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Report from Naples— Yellow fever reported in Spain. 


NAPLES, ITALY, September 15, 1902. 


Sir: I have the honor to report that for the week ended September 13, 
1902, the following steamships were inspected at Naples : 

September 7, the steamship Cambroman, of the Dominion Line, bound 
with passengers and cargo for Boston. There were inspected and passed 
767 steerage passengers and 163 pieces of large baggage ; 900 pieces of 
. baggage were disinfected by steam. The rejection of 24 steerage passen- 
gers was advised. 

September 9, the steamship Trojan Prince, of the Prince Line, bound 
with passengers and cargo for New York. There were inspected and 
passed 614 steerage passengers and 222 pieces of large baggage; 850 
pieces of baggage were disinfected by steam. The rejection of 37 steer- 
age passengers was advised. 

September 10, the steamship Sicilia, of the Italian General Navigation 
Company, bound with passengers and cargo for New York. There 
were inspected and passed 878 steerage passengers and 147 pieces of 
large baggage ; 950 pieces of baggage were disinfected by steam. The 
rejection of 58 steerage passengers was advised. 

September 11, the steamship Lahn, of the North German Lloyd Steam- 
ship Company, bound with passengers and cargo for New York. There 
were inspected and passed 639 steerage passengers and 159 pieces of 
baggage; 750 pieces of baggage were disinfected by steam. The rejec- 
tion of 34 steerage passengers was advised. 


Inspection at Palermo. 


At Palermo for the week ended September 13, 1902, the following 
steamship was inspected : 

September 11, the steamship Trojan Prince, of the Prince Line, bound 
with passengers and cargo for New York. There were inspected and 
passed 5538 steerage passengers; 697 pieces of baggage were disinfected 
by steam. The rejection of 74 steerage passengers was advised, 


Smallpox at Naples. 


During the week ended September 13, 1902, there were officially re- 
ported at Naples 2 cases of smallpox with 1 death. 


Smallpox at Palermo. 


During the past fortnight, there were 2 cases of smallpox officially 
reported at Palermo. There were no deaths from this disease. The 
epidemic of smallpox in Sicily is now subsiding. 


Asiatic cholera in Egypt. 


September 11, 1902, it was reported that the total number of cases of 
Asiatic cholera in all Egypt since July 15, 1902, was 20,328, with 16,209 
deaths. On the day of the report there were 1,380 fresh cases notified 
throughout Egypt. Of these cases, 21 were at Cairo, 52 at Alexandria, 
114 at Tanta, 94 at Menuf, 91 at Kouesna, and 110 at Tukh. 


Suspected cases of yellow fever in Spain. 


A report from Madrid states that a number of cases of a contagious 
disease, suspected of being yellow fever, have occurred at Pazos Barben, 
which is in the province of Pontevedra, in the northwestern part of 
Spain. The report is of a very indefinite nature, but is interesting in 
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relation to the subject of yellow fever in Europe. The bulletins of the 
yellow-fever institute (Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service), 
giving the history of yellow fever in Europe, recount that the latest 
recorded occurrence of yellow fever in Spain was in 1878, when the dis- 
ease invaded the capital of Madrid and attacked 50 persons, of whom 
30 died. All the victims on that occasion were soldiers from Havana, 
who were disembarked at Santander and transported by rail to Madrid. 
Apart from cases at quarantine stations, the latest appearance of yellow 
fever in Europe was in 1894, when 2 seamen died from the disease in a 
hospital in Trieste, Austria. These seamen were landed at Genoa from 
the Italian steamship Colombo and went at once to Trieste. The Colombo 
sailed from Brazil and had yellow fever on board during the passage.

Reports from Yokohama—Cholera situation in Japan. 


YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, August 26, 1902. 


Srtr: I have the honor to transmit herewith abstract of bills of health 
for the week ended August 23, 1902. There were inspected 5 vessels, 
having a total personnel of 265 crew and 180 passengers. 

During the past week the following cases of infectious diseases occurred 
in this city: Enteric fever, 4 cases, no deaths; dysentery, 10 cases, 2 
deaths ; diphtheria, 2 cases, 1 death. No case of grave quarantinable 
disease has been reported in Yokohama since the 5th instant, when a 
single case of cholera, as previously mentioned, occurred. 

Recent press reports mention occasional cases of ** giji’’ (i. e., spurious) 
cholera as existing in Tokyo, which, however, lack official confirmation. 
With the exceptions above noted, no recent case of cholera has been 
reported within a distance of 200 miles, for Yokohama and the northern 
portion of the Empire generally seem to be free from this infection. 
On the other hand, numerous foci of infection are scattered throughout 
the island of Kyushu, the island of Shikoku, and the southern portion 
of Hondo, where, on the whole, the cholera situation shows no improve- 
ment. Among the important cities in which cholera exists at present, 
are Osaka, Kyoto, Moji, Nagasaki, and Kobe.

Report of cholera cases and deaths in Japan during present outbreak. 


YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, September 3, 1902. 

Str: I have the honor to transmit herewith abstract of bills of health 
for the week ended August 30, 1902. There were inspected 6 vessels 
having an aggregate personnel of 475 crew and 432 passengers; 90 
— passengers were bathed and 150 pieces of baggage were disin- 

ected. 

The official return for the past week shows Yokohama to be free from 
cholera, plague, and smallpox. For the same period there were reported 
in this city 10 cases of enteric fever with 2 deaths, and 10 cases of dys- 
entery with 1 death. A case of cholera occurred in Tokyo on the 31st 
ultimo. With this exception, no recent case has been reported in the 
vicinity of Yokohama. 

A statement, believed to be authoritative, of the total number of 
cholera cases and deaths reported in Japan during the present outbreak 
is herewith inclosed. Approximately, the period covered extends from 
June 1, 1902, to August 31, 1902. 

Discrepancies between this statement and others which have reached 
me seem to indicate that merely ‘‘suspicious’’ cases have been excluded 
from the inclosed statistics. For instance, under date of August 30, the 
United States consul at Nagasaki reports for Nagasaki Ken a total since 
outbreak of 450 cases with 195 deaths, against the 114 cases with 31 
deaths of the inclosed table. Generally speaking, the cholera situation 
in southern Japan is growing worse.

Certificate of immunity not to be issued at Progreso or Vera Cruz. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 26, 1902. 

Sir: Referring to your letter of September 5, 1902, requesting infor- 
mation relative to the issuance of certificates of immunity to yellow 
fever, you are informed that the Service has never formally taken up 
the matter of immune certificates at Progreso, and does not care to do 
so. The issuance of such certificate from Cuba was instituted as a part 
of a general scheme to facilitate the entrance of passengers to the 
United States from that island ; (see art. 9, United States Quarantine 
Regulations, 1897), and other requirements were made at the same time. 
These requirements have not been enforced nor has any attempt been 
made to enforce them at the ports of Vera Cruz and Progreso; there- 
fore, the Bureau is unwilling to sanction the issuance of such certifi- 
cates at either of these ports, this being considered a very important 
function, an error in regard to which might easily bring disaster. You 
will, therefore, issue no immune certificates hereafter.
